Cotton Fu'etor) experiment.. 

A system of moistening the air of a 
cotton factory— as is required in Rome 
departments of u mill before blowing it 
into tin- rooms — has been the subject of 
much experiment. It has been found 
tfiat, if a jet of steam or vapor is dis- 
charged into the nuuii duct any degree 
of humidity desired can be obtained, but 
all the air is moistened alike, being dis- 
tributed to the different rooms by the 
risers leading thereto. That,- however, 
which is liest adapted for one depart- 
ment iu a cotton mill may not prove 
equally favorable for another. 

Then, too, the introduction of moist- 
ore at this point may work disastrously 
to the walls of the ducts and risers. It 
is now found that this objection may lie 
overcome at a small expense, by carry- 
ing a steam pipe down through each 
rt-om and putting opposite each opening 
in the flue, through which the air enters 
the room, an outlet with valves for regu- 
lating the flow of the .steam. In this 
way the exhaust? steam from the engine 
which drives the blower flows into the 
room, and being caught np by the cur- 
rent of air passing from the flue is thus 
distributed throughout the room. Ex- 
perience with this plan through cold 
weather has proved its peculiar value.— 
New York Hun.

STARTLING RESULTS OF A NEW JER- 
SEY DOCTOR'S EXPERIMENTS.

From time immemorial physicians 
have directed their ingenuity toward an 
effective application of this wealth of 
air, but without satisfactory results. 
Cases of snsjiended animation come un- 
der their notice every day. Men are 
rescued from the water after a hard bat- 
tle with the waves, their lungs filled Willi 
water, the life's action suspended. In 
the majority of instances restoration of 
animation cannot lie effected. The lungs 
may be emptied of the water; the life 
giving air, so abundant, is at hand— and 
if it could only be forced into the organs 
and respiration started life could bo re- 
newed. Physicians' efforts to solve the 
problem have been unceasing, but. Bays 
Dr. lie Baun, misdirected. 

When a man is rescued from the wa- 
ter, the first thing done is to empty the 
lungs of water by rolling him on a bar- 
rel or lifting him from the ground head 
downward. Then ho is laid on his 
back, the arms raised to expand the 
lungs and a ryhthmic contraction ami 
expansion of the chest walls effected by 
alternate pressure and relaxation. Some- 
( process has been kept 
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'suits have 
been far from encouraging. 

Dr. De Baun has worked on an entire- 
ly new line, and the result of his experi- 
ments and observation is u method of 
internal respiration, which, ho claims, 
cannot possibly fail. His attention was 
first directed to the subject by a case of 
suspended animation in a newly born 
child. It has been the practice in such 
cases to force air into the lungs of the 
infant by breathing into its month and 
then contracting the lungs by pressure 
upon the chest. But this has been found 
not only intensely disagreeable, but high- 
ly inefficient. 

Dr. De Baun decided to try a new ex- 

into the throat. Closing the nth, he 

forced air through the tube from a rub- 
ber bag, inflating the lungs; then, releas- 
ing the pressure from the mouth, found, 
aa expected, that the elasticity of the 
muscles of the cliast caused immediate 
contraction of the lungs, forming a com- 
plete respiration. This was kept up for 
♦5 minutes, when natural respiration 
had been restored, and a life had been 

and finds that animation may be often 
restored within l.i minutes. 

The apparatus is as simple as it is in- 
genious. It consists of a long rublier 
tube, uear oue end of which is a piece of 
soft rubber with which to cover the 
month and nose. At tho other end are 
two rubber bulbs. After the tube has 
been inserted between the teeth, and the 
mouth and nose covered Blightly, the 
lower bulb is compressed, forcing air 
into the second bulb, which acts as a res- 
ervoir, 'fhis second bulb is much more 
elastic than the other and maintains a 
steady pressure of air through the tube, 
it is covered with loose netting, which 
acta as a Bort of safety valve against 
overpressure. Tho tube is fitted with a 
stopcock that may lie used to lend force 
to the first few respirations. 
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and the lungs are emptied by the nat- 
ural elasticity of the muscles of tho 
chest. This elasticity remains even aft- 
er death, and with this instrument it is 
quite possible to make a dead man 
breathe regularly as long as the applica- 
tion continues. In some of the doctor's 
experiments on dead bodies this simu- 
lation of life baa been absolutely star- 
tling. 

it is not for dead men, however, that 
the "insufflator," as it is called, has been 
devised, but for men who have been 
brought apparently to death's door by 
asphyxiation from gaa and water. In the 
latter case the lungs must first be emp- 
tied. The apparatus weighs but a few 
ounces. It is not patented, as Dr. De 
Baun is a strict observer of medical eth 
los, which declare that the discoveries 
of a physician belong to the world. He 
is treasurer of the state board of medical 
examiners of New Jersey and has in- 
vited several valuablo surgical instru 
v aud devices.-New York World. 

A TRAPPIST REFECTORY.

Trappists, however, have 
little need of them.

Very thin soup it 
is, the ingredients being water, chopped 
vegetables, bread and a little oil or but-

I lowed in the soup, nor was it permissi- 
ble, except in oaas of sickness, to liave 
more than one meal a day, but the no- 
oeaaity of relaxing the rule a little was 
realized Now, during the Bix summer 
mouths of the year here aro two meali 
a day— namely, at 1 1 and 6, but in win- 
ter then* is still only oue that is called a 
meal, and this is at 4. There U, how- 
ever, a gouter— Just something to keep 
the stomach from collapsing— at 10 in 
the morning. No fish, nor flesh, uor ani- 
mal product, except cheese and bntjer,

Dr. Edwin De Barm of Passaic, N. J., 
makes the announcement reiranlinK tlio 
time honored statement that a man has 
died from lack of breath -that if breath 
was all he BWled he should have lived. 

Considering that air Is the most plen- 
tiful resource of nature, haviiur.ni polit- 
ical economists would say, no value lie- 
cause of its abundance, one would think 
that Dr. Do I3»un hail made no [.articu- 
lar discovery. But there is more in his 
itatctflent than is apparent at first. 

Prom time immemorial physicians 
have directed their iiurcnuity toward an 
effective application of this wealth of 
air. but witnout satisfactory results. 
Cases of suspended animation come un- 
der their notice every day. Men are 
rescued from the water after a hard bat- 
tle with the waves, their lunifs filled with 
water, the life'a action suspended, hi 
the majority of instances restoration of 
animation cannot be effected. The long's 
may be emptied of tho water; the life 
giving Hir, so abundant, is at hand — and 
if it could only be forced into theorgans 
and respiration started life could be re- 
newed. Physicians' efforts to solve the 
problem have been unceasing, but, says 
Dr. De Baun, misdirecte d. 

When a man is rescued from the wa- 
ter, the first thing dene is to empty the 
lungs of water by rolling him on a bar- 
rel or lifting him from the ground head 
downward. Then he is laid 
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lungs and a ry 
expansion of the chest walls effected by 
alternate pressure, and relaxation. Some 
times the forcing process has been kept 
np for hours with ultimate success, but 
considering the possibilities recognized 
in artificial respiration the results have 
been far from encouraging. 

Dr. Do Banu has worked on an entire- 
ly new line, and the result of his experi- 
ments and observation is a method of 
internal respiration, which, he claims, 
cannot possibly fail. His attention was 
first directed to the subject by a case of 
suspended animation in a newly born 
child. It has been the practice in such 
cases to force air into the lungs of the 
infant by breathing into its mouth and 
then contracting the lungs by pressure 
npon tho chest. But this has been found 
not only intensely disagreeable, but high- 
ly inefficient. 

Dr. De Banu decided to try a new ex- 
pedient. He passed a small rubber tube 
through the nose of tho infant and down 
into the throat. Closing the mouth, he 
forced air through the tube from a rub- 
ber bag, inflating the lungs: then, releas- 
ing the pressure from the mouth, found, 
as expected, that the elasticity of the 
muscles of the ch?st caused immediate 
contraction of the lungs, forming a com- 
plete respiration. This was kept up for 
45 minutes, when natural respiration 
had been restored, and a life had been 
saved. Since then Dr. De Baun has per r 
fectcd this hastily improvised apparatus 
and finds that animation may lie often 
restored within 15 minutes. 

The apparatus is as simple as it is in- 
genious. It consists of a long rubber 
tube, near one end of which is a piece of 
soft rubber with which to cover the 
mouth and nose. At the other end are 
two rubber bulbs. After the tube has 
been inserted between the teeth, and the 
mouth and nose covered slightly, the 
lower bulb is compressed, forcing air 
into thesei-oinl bulb. irUab acts as a res- 
ervoir. This second bulb is much more 
elastic than the other and maintains a 
steady pressure of air through the tube. 
It is covered yvith loose netting, which 
acts as a sort of safety valve against 
overpressure. Tho tube is fitted with a 
stopcock that may he used to lend force 
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pressure on nose and mouth is relaxed, 
and the lungs aro emptied by the nat- 
ural elasticity of the muscles of tho 
chest This elasticity remains even aft- 
er death, and with this instrument it is 
quite possible to make a dead man 
breathe regularly as long as the applica- 
tion continues. In some of the doctor's 
experiments on dead bodies this simu- 
lation of life has been absolutely star- 
tling. 

It is not for dead men, however, that 
the "insufflator," as it is called, has been 
devised, but for men who have been 
brought apparently to death's door by 
asphyxiation from gas and water. In the 
latter case the lungs must first be emp- 
tied. The apparatus weighs but a few 
ounces. It is not patented, as Dr. De 
Bann is a strict observer of medical eth- 
ics, which declare that the discoveries 
of a physician iHilong to the world, lie 

examiners of New Jersey and has in- 
vented several valuable surgical instru- 
ments and devices. -New York World.

There were no cloths, and it is almost 
needless to add that there were no nap- 
kins, although these aro considered so 
essential in France that even in the most 
wretched auberge one is usually laid be- 
fore the guest. Trappists, however, have 
•» little need of them. 



another jug— a small* 
a porringer for soup, which is the chief 
diet of the Trappists. Very thin soup it 
is, the ingredieuts being water, chopped 
vegetables, bread and a little oil or hot- 
ter. 

Until a few years ago no oily matter, 
whether vegetable or animal, was al- 
lowed in the soup, nor was it permissi- 
ble, except in caw of sickness, to have 
more than oue uioal a day, but 
cessity of relaxing the rule a little was 
realised. Now, during the six summer 
months of the year here are two meaU 
a day-namely, at 1 1 and 6, but in win- 
ter there is still only one that U called a 
meal, and this is al 4. There is, how- 
ever, a gonter— just something to keep 
thestomaou from collapsing— at 10 in 
the morning. No fish, nor flesh, nor ani- 
mal product, except cheese and butter, 




is eaten by these Trappists unless they 
fall ill, and then they have meat or any- 
thing else that they may need to make 
them well. There is, however, very lit- 
tle sickness among them. 

The living of each Trnppist probably 
costs no more than sixpence a day to the 
community. Assuming that the money 
brought into the common fund by those 
who have a private fortune— the fathers, 
as a rule, are men of some independent 
means — covers the establishment ex- 
and the taxation imposed by the 
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with the sales and tho accounts, or, 
like the porter at the gate, teats with an 
instrument the richness of the milk that 
is brought in by the peasants, lest th-y 
who have been befriended by the monks 
in sickness and penur\ should steal from 
them in return.

Both of them be- 
longed to the antislavery school in poli- 
tics; but Greeley's fervor in the cause 
far surpassed Raymond's. Greeley had 
in his earlier years l>cen a champion of 
"social reforms" which were bitterly 
denounced by Uayiin.iid, who, however, 
in the latter years of his life, liegan to 
look with favor upon certain theories of 
socialism. Greeley was negligent in his 
dress; Raymond was natty. BothGree- 
ley and Raymond were founders of New 
York daily papers Wok* still exist, but 
neither of which is now characterized by 
the traits of its founder. 
We agree with The Kansas Commoner 
int none of the New York papers uow 
possesses tho individuality of Greeley's 
Tribune or Raymond's Times, and no 
one of them can possess it, for both of 
individuals long ago 
departed for "the undiscovered country 
from whose bourn no traveler returns" 
after It had been their lot "to grunt and 
sweat .under aweary lite," but that is 
why wo should despair of 
press.

GREELEY AND RAYMOND.

We had the pleasure of knowing both 

Greeley and Ra> ml. We were more 

intimate with the lirst named of these 
contemporary editors than with the 
other. They were able, sincere, ener- 
getic, public spirited Americans. Neither 
of them was a cherub. Mr. Greeley, 
good man! said "damn" more than once 
as we regret to remember, and when he 
called Raymond "the little villain" that 
coid headed man retorted In language 
which many people have forgotten. The 
two did not get along very w ell together 

when one was editor of The Tribune and 
the other among his assistants, nor after- 
ward when they were editors of rival 
i, though both were of the same 
party. Neither of them was an "ideal 
editor," or a very deep thinker, or a first 
class statesmau or a notable scholar. 

Greeley was a stronger and more 
stirring writer than Raymond, but Ray- 
mond was a far more skillful editor than 
Greeley. Greeley was moro fervent in 
mind than Raymond; Raymond was 
more judicious and nimble than Greeley. 
Raymond, w hen he was a member of the 
lajtslalliri, and the speaker of the as- 
sembly, and the lieutenant governor of 
ie state, and a member of congress, and 
delegate to state or national conven- 
ons, gave evidence that he was greatly 
lore ingenious in polities than Greeley, 
who, indeed, .luring the brief period of 
lis service in congress, did not win dis- 
inction. Raymond alwaya kept up a 
close intimacy with those astute political 
managers, Thurlow Weed and William 
If. Seward, w hile Greeley was unable to 
stay long in the "political firm of Sew- 
ard, Weed & Greeley," in which, as he 
said when ho left the concern, he had 
been a "junior partner." 

Greeley w as more of a philosopher than 
Ray mon 1, who, in turn, was more of a 
man of affairs than Greeley. Greeley 
was often compared with Benjamin 
Frankl n, though he did not possess 
Franklin's scientific quality; Raymond 
might lie compared, in many respects, 
with Franklin Pierce, though he waa not 
of Pierce's politics. Greeley had certain 
eccentricities of manner and action; 
Raymond was always regarded as a very 
level headed man. Both of them be- 
longed to the antislavery school In poli- 
tics; but Greeley s fervor in the cause 
far surpassed Raymond's, Greeley had 
in his earlier years lieen a champion of 
'bocial reforms" which were bitterly 
enounced by Raymond, who.iiowever, 
n the latter years of his life, began to 
Dok with favor upon certain theories of 
socialism. Greeley waa negligent in his 
Raymond was natty. Both Gree- 
il Raymond were founders of New 
York daily papers which still exist, but 
neither of which is now characterized by 
the traits of its founder.
